Keeled Boats Widened Greek Horizons 


Nan s first marntime civilization developed 
from this Bronze Age tracle, explained Pro- 
fessor SpyTicion Slariniates, Greece's Inspector 
General of Antiquities, who had spent an 
ofternoon abourd White Waist in Piraeus: 

“oreek isianders,” the professor said, “were 
probably the frst to invent a boat with a keel 
cipable of navicating the hich seas. 

“Cycladi¢c navigators completely mastered 
the Meciterranean, getting os far a= Spain. 
We have found architectural features:there 
similar to these on Siros, and artifacts char- 
acteristic of the Greek tstands,” 

Liniversity of Cincinnati teams, working 
under the auspices of the American School of 
Classical Studies at Athens, have been cie- 
ging for years in the ruins of the Bronze Age 
Kean port citv off which we anchored. Their 
leader is Dr.John L., Caskey, Cincinnati's Pro- 
fessor of Classical Archadology., 

The ancient name of the port ts unknown; 
the archeologests call it Avia Irmi, after a 
neurby church, 

In time Crete’s Alinoan civilization fell,.and 
with tt vanished the Cretan navy, which had 
protected Kenan the islane tracing: ports 
from the pirates whe scourged the Greek sea 
The pirates ecturned. The Keans went inland 
and bute more easily defended hill city, now 
the wsland's capital 

Modern Kea is atypically Cyelidic villige, 
a charming place of small houses lining nar- 
row, winding streets. Dazzling whitewash 
covers the meticulously cleon houses, some 
cay wilh flowers in window boxes: 

So steep were the streets that 1 wearied 
climbing. them, and sat at 4 table outside i 
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taverna, the universal small restaurant of 
the country, Over a Greek beer PF watched the 
life of the town go bw. 

A small man with twinkling eyes intro- 
duced himself. [did not know it then, but 
we were to meet hie counterpart in every i 
land port. Almost always his nume was Nick, 
and he spoke a Greco-English learned m the 
steel mills of Ohio or on the piers of Brooklyn. 
In his golden years he had come back: wo his 
native island, there to live on a pension that 
was the envy of his neighbors. 

“Lam Nick the Barber of New Yark,” he 
anid: “IT love Americw | offer you an ouza. | 
will tell vou all there is to tell of Kea.” 

I declined the owro, since it was too early 
for that fery anise-flavored drink; laccepted 
Nick's offer to answer questions, Why does 
the island have so many tiny terraced fields 
on. the sides of her nrountains? 

“Because long og there were many more 
people here, aod on mest of the other ishinds 
as. well,” suid Nick: “Thev had to terrace 
every bit of ground to feed themselves. But 
many of the terraces vou. see are abandaned. 
The people have migrated away.” 

Donkeys came by. One, led by a man with 
u flaring moustache, carried big rec pottery 
jugs. Another carried greens from one of the 
terraced! fields abave the town, vet another 
sides Of butchered lamb and gout, 

Then o whole train clopped past, bearing 
small children waving wild flowers. 

“They have been ono picnic,” said Nick 
the Barber, Fach bade us good morning, and 
since | thought | had mastered the Lireeck 
words, | returned the greeting. The children 
ecreamedd With laughter. 

“Vou greeted them with the word for'squicd! 
—talameai,” Nick saicl, “It sounds much like 
‘youd morning, which is ali mera, 

“But the children are well aware of why 
vou said ‘squid’ to them, and they loved it.” 


No Helping Hands in Tinus Harbor 


Tinos, our next port of call, is avery special 
place. Here ailing Orthodox Greeks seek help 
at the ishind’s celebrated Shrine ef the An- 
nunciatian, 

Most pilgrims come on the festival days of 
March 25 and Aviust 15: arriving at a less 
popular time; we expected to find Tinos a 
quiet place: Instead, an excited, shouting 
crowd milled about the waterfront.

The Aegean files of Greece 


Islanders are natural seamen, and know that 
iL is not always easy to bring a sailboat into a 
berth without shore help. [tis espectally tricky 
in the Aegean, where a ship lets an anchor go 
over the bow, turns around, anc then backs 
inte land. Net without difficulty, we put the 
boat inte her berth unaided, set out our new 
stern gangway, and went ashore. We soon 
learned the cause of the bedlam 

The tavernas had moved their television 
sets outside, A soccer game was on. Nick the 
Brooklyn Stevedore seon spotted us ies 
strangers and told us it was an important 
came in the European chamypdonship series.

Nun's Vision Starts a Healing Genter 


Greece won the game, and our guide was 
ewallowed up in an uproartois snake dance 
of victory. Leaping and cheering as happily as 
nnyone Wasa papesa Greck Orthodox priest 
in a long robe, full beard, ane tall black hat. 

Close tothe people to whose spiritual needs 
they minister, the priests are often seen in 
markets or waterfront tavernas chaiting with 
card-playing fishermen, In Greece, many 
priests marry and rose lirge families. 

Nuns of the astern Girthodox Church, the 
stale religion of Greece, live amore secluded! 
life than the papas. 

On Tinos we called at a tonvent, the Mon- 
astery of Dormition, resembling a walled hill 
Village. Quickly we were surrounded by smtl- 
ing nuns ina courtyard where oleanitlers, bou- 
guinvillea, and hibiscus nodded in the breeze. 
The nuns pointed to their gift shop, where we 
found fine lace and hanclicrafts. 

One who spoke English (she had lived in 
Rhode Island) told usa story of the Pana: 
gia—the Virgin Mary: In 1822, curing the 
glirring days af Greece's fight for indepen- 
dence from the Turks, the Virgin appeared to 
an S0-vear-old mun, Sister Pelagia, and told 
her that a beautiful icon was buried ina cer- 
tain field. The islanders searched and found 
the icon, antl the Shrine of the Annunciation 
was built over the spot Glass protects the 
precious painting against the adoring bul 
abrasive kisses of worshipers 

Sitver votive offerings festoon walls and 
cellings—miniature arms and legs and feet or 
whatever parts of the body suppliants want 
healed by the Madonna. There are also silver 
khip models. representing all twpes of bouts 
that the Punavin hes saved in storms.

Our new 
companion took to sen life so well that he 
siilecd with us for several weeks. 

Although one of the smallest of the Cy- 
Clides, Delos was in classical times the must 
famous of all. Today it is a place of silent 
ruins, acierned by a row of marble lions. No 
one lives on the island except archeologists 
und caretakers who protect the ruins and 
lent! a mgseum, 

For centuries visitors helped themselves to 
statues. inscriptions, marbles. Museums the 
world ower have Delian treasures—and so 
does many a private home in Greece and else- 
where Many priceless marbles went into kilns 
merely to make whitewash 


Prosperity of Delos Led to Its Fall 


The early Greeks believed Apollo was born 
on Delos, and they erected a temple and aco- 
lossal-statue here to the god, The isle became 
u shrine revered all over the Greek world. 

City-states built treasuries at Delos and 
filed them with offerings, Wealthy citizens 
sent valuable gifts; pilgrims came from dis 
tant lands. When Athens in its day of greatest 
power assembled an Aegean empire, it estab- 
lished its treasury at Delos. It also attempted, 
by passing a law, to prevent birth and death 
from occurring on the sacred) island. 

Delos: wae oa truly international center, 
where Greeks, Romans, Egyptians, and oth- 
ers were allowed to build their own temples 
and establish commercial agencies in the port. 
We wandered through the ruins of the old 
maritime quarter, then up to see the temples. 

In time, holy Delos became an inordinately 
wealthy trading port, and that was its undo: 
ing, In 88 #c., jealous of the island's commer- 
cial importance, the kine of Pontus cin Asia 
Minor sent a force that sacked the place, mas- 
sacting thousands of people. 

In the centuries of solitude that followed, 
Delos acquired a lirge population of lizards 
anid vipers. lsaw a lizard slither out of a crack 
in an ancient wall on which children of long 
ato had-scratched a verse deriding o plav- 
mate, (reorge translated: 

Demetrios 1s blind 
And does not ser 


Hermios stealing 
Ais marbles... 


That evening we returned to Mikonos and 
tied to the quay. At four bells in the middle 
watch—twe o'clock in the morning—a gale 
erupted out of the north. Anchors dragges 
Hl along the jetty. Fearful of being crushed 
hetween giant bouts, we clawed off the land 
to an anchorage tn the harbar 

That sudden gale, abnormal so carly in 
summer, wis the veur's first meliemi, the 
powerful nertherly that blows over the Ar- 
gean from June until early September. 

In this season, winds racine over the Rus: 
sian steppes bring dry air southward to the 
Aegean. These wre the meltenis. From ancient 
times; they have been a blessing to the Greck 
ishunders. They sir-condition the Aegean. 

My friend Professor Marinates had told 
me that the ancients were nol often caught 
out in dangerous storms. 

“They learned to forecast weather 24 hours 
in advance, plenty of time to moor well in i 
safe harbor,” he said. The art has not been 
los Muny times island fishermen told us 
What tomorrow's weather would be, anel they 
were almost always naht.* 


Seaport Bunks on Farms, Not Ships 


Hound for Siros, we cleared Mikonvs and 
header! westward with the meltemi still 
blowing 45 knots and the water a-maelstrom 
af racing white horses. With shortened sail 
the yaw! moved slowly in the steep andl con- 
fused seas, 50 we turned on the sturdy diesel 
to help her wong. 

Until-a hundred years ago Siros was the 
most Important Greek seaport. Today, while 
they still repair ships, the islanders count on 
truck farms for ready cash. They raise veg- 
ctables under huge plastic sheets and catch 
the season's first markets in Athens. 

Leaving Sires, we set sail for Sifmos, the 
envy of the ancient Greek world because of its 
gold tutes. If city-states had been awarded 
4 prize for the fipest treasury building in the 
sacred city of Delphi, Sifmes would have won 
it easily. 

The tamed oracle at Delphi demanded of 
Sifnos an annual tribute of an ostrich-size 
eolden eget.

The combines 
and trucks must synchronize their movements 
carefully to assure fast and efficient harvest- 
ing in fields that range from five to nearly a 
thousand geres. Cutting in diminishing rec- 
tangles (paves 210-11), the combines can run 
all day and inte the night without stopping, if 
no breakdowns occur, Even the machine's 
115-bushel bin is unloacled on the go, as truck 
and combine run side by side while astreamol 
Wheat pours from harvester to hauler When 
filled, each truck often must travel miles to 
lawn storage bins, waitin line to unload, then 
speed back to the field: Two-way radios in 
Mas's vehicles crackle with instructions 
coordinating the entire operation 

There are rules to be leone “Don't park 
one Vehicle behind another in. the field,” he 
lectures his crew of seven-young men, “Same- 
one may back. inte it, 

“Always leave the keys-in the combines at 
night. I've heard of lightning starting a fire 
in fi fret, ond when neighbors tried te drive 
the combines out, they couldn't start them.

I've never heard another woman with a 
voice like Wanda Louyrder’s, Every sentence Is 
a peppery pronouncement that rings with a 
Wuanda-nogainst-the- world timbre.

“Arsenic coffee 
or cyanide milk?” she harks the first morning 
I stumble into the Louder trailer for break- 
fast. Somehow, [ feel welcome. 

During the long surimer she hauls two of 
the three large meals cach day to the fields in 
the back of her car—“Wanda's Wonder 
Waren,” the crew dubs it, Amid bO0-degree- 
plus beat and blowing, suffocating cust, she 
eerves delicious reposts of lumberjack pro 
portions (page 214). 

The finest spareribs I have ever eaten come 
off a paper plate balanced against a shirt- 
rattling wine. while Wanda harp at crewmen 
to go easy on her dwindling supply of sugar 
in their iced tea.

Bumper Crop Stretches the Workday 


As the erew cross the Oklahoma-Kansas 
horder, the harvest goes unmistakably into 
high geor. Kansas, the biggest wheat pro- 
ducer in the Great Plains, is having a bumper 
year. Lake Texas, much of ths eastern portion 
undulates with gentle bills, but mest of the 
western section stretches like a vast tabletop 
spreml with grain. The winel sets felds bil- 
lowing in the rhythmic motions of the sea, and 
the wawes break on tslancds of towns huddled 
around “praine cathedrals”—pearl-white 
train elevators, Retired farmers peaple many 
of these litth grain-centered communities— 
Manter, Tuka, Barine—towns so small that 
evervbody lives on the outskirts 

‘Now hours grow long, ns workdays stretch 
into the carly morning. Max himself is last 
to bed, often frst to rise, He makes up for loss

He calculates the prog- 
ress.of his machines .and when they'll be free 
ta move on J never see him take a written 
note. but the concentration leaves him little 
time for mental diversions. Sports and cur- 
rent events can wait until winter, “My mind 
is like a bucket,” he savs. “If 1 get too much 
in itat once, some of it runs over.” 

Midway through Kansas the crew has 
changed faces several times. Some have been 
fire, Some sense failure dnd quit. Same come 
with a vision of adventure and instead fined 
dust, fatizue, hot winds, and wheat chalt 

Most of all, Max seeks competent men to 
stay with him when he harvests corm and 
crain sorghum in Arizona anc Washington. 
“Full-season” men receive a honius, a percent- 
nee of the total take. “With omy room and 
board provided, | should clear $3,000 for six 
months work,” one crewman tells me.

Wike (irout, driving one of the two com- 
ines operating m the eld, spotted the 
Hanes first “Truck two, vou're on fire, clrive 
out of the wheat!" he velled into his radio. 

“Twas at the other corner of the field,” 
Nike told) me later “When I first saw it; the 
ite was no burger than a tobletop. | just 
glanced down ‘to shift gears, awl when | 
looked un geain, tt was the size of a tennis 
court, spreading downwind,” 

Mike drove his machine across the field at 
full speed, bouncing over ridged terraces 
Matt Lillon, operating the other combine, 
hurried to join hitn. Together, they cut two 
swaths ahead of the flames, but the fire leaped 
(he gap and roared on 

Moving ahead of it again, the combines 
completed gnother strip ancl started back

then neighbors and crewmen had beaten buck 
some of the fre with wet coats and sacks, 
and another neighbor had arrived with a 
plow to turn up an earthen firebrenk Never- 
theless, same 15 acres lay blackened, leaving 
the distinct smell of cooked cereal. For- 
tunately, insurance covered the loss. 

Less lucky was young Jerry West, Karen 
Laucer's: friend from the Texas harvest, 
Eighty miles away another wheat fire, also 
started by a truck muffler, suffocated the 
engine of hic combine, stranding him inside 
a blazing ring. Desperately sprinting through 
the Hames, he suffered firstiezree burns 
that hospitalized him for three weeks. 


Fields Harbor an Odoraus Hazard 


In Montana, where wheat is often cut and 
laid down in windrows so it will ripen even- 
ly, T learn of vet another hazard. A pickup 
attachment replaces the cutter bar in these 
helds, and rotating tines lift the wheat off the 
eround and into the combine. 

“Sometimes,” savs Max, “a skunk hides in 
a windrow and gets pullecl through the 
machine, Then the wheat smells so bad the 
local grain elevators won't accept it. 

“Wou start a smudge fire upwind ane let 
the machine pull the smoke through and cut 
the smell Then if vou run a couple loads of 
gram throweh and dump them on the ground, 
vou've got roost of it cleared up” 

We harvest no skunks this seuson, Hail, 
the heartbresker, passes us by as well, al- 
though it is ever on Max's mind. One day, as 
gray clouds chum overhead, [ hear his voice 
over the radio urging combine operators to 
speed up, 

“Think of that wheat as so many dolhtr 
bills waving in the breese,” he tells them. “It's 
just a question of trme us to who wets it first, 
vou or the hail.” 

A question of time. How it sums up the 
wheal cutter's summer, [| catch the urgent 
rhythm myself, as I wait with bare-chested 
young drivers in a line of trucks backed up 
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n quarter of a mile from an elevator that 
unloads them with painful slowness 

Teun my empty back to the field ina cloud 
of dust to relleve the peakecl-up bins of the 
combines. Urging the burdened brute back 
to the elevator, I recall the instructions of my 
truck-driver tuter, Karen Louder: 

“Remember, begin shifting down for cor- 
ners a quarter of a mile before you get there. 
You've got at least 20 tons of weight behind 
vou, and that’s too much for the brakes to 
handle alone.”

He tells me that if 7 get ina 
jam in the held 1 better figure it out for mv- 
self because he mixht not be around to call 
on. | think that’s worth learning, no matter 
what you do in tefe.”

1 had 
looked forward to meeting the Tusadays ever 
since their existence hal been reported in 
June 197 |. At that time a Manubo Blt hunter 
named Tatal (the only outsider the Tasadays 
had ever seen) persuaded them to walk out 
ot their forest and meet «a great man who 
would love them and belp them. That first 
meeting with the Tasadays was recorded ina 
December 1971 National Geographic tele- 
vision special, “The Last Tribes of Mindanan” 
But no one knew just where the Tosodays 
lived. or how. Noteven Datal, who could find 
their country, had seen them home 

The Tosadays greeted] Manda's arrival as 
it fulfillment of their ancestirs’ promise, and 
invited hit to visit them in their hidden val- 
lev. In thme Manda accepted their offer. He 
asked National Geographic to join him 

In previous travels with Manda, I ‘had 
landed on instant belipads cttt out af the 
brish or partially cleared land * But the 
Tasadave: lived in climax forest, where trees 
could prow 200 feet tall They had no know!l- 
edge of agriculture, hence no clearings: Their 
mountains were as stecp as mountains could 
be ancl still carry forest, with crests that 
formed edges, not surfaces 

“T doen't avant to go in and carve out a heli- 
pad, even if we can find level ground,” Man- 
da had told me “It would take too long, and 
it would mark the spot for the loggers ancl 
others who hope to exploit the forest And 
give them & place to lane. Chur business i4 to 
protect the Tasadavs. The only way to do that 
is to locate them, determine the area they 
use, and ask the Presadent to declare it a res- 
ervation. He's all for it. But we have to hurry; 
three logging roacs are bemg pushed toowarel 
the Tatwlay ares now

Although we bad riacio contact with the 
men at the landing site, they couldn't tell us 
exiictly where they were. Our job was lo spot 
the platform from the air and land on it 
Manda, John Launois, and | went un first, 
along with John Nance, who hearl come to 
document the expedition for Panamin We 
flew low over the ridges and valleys, squeez- 
ing between the hizeh ground and the low 
clouds: Suddenly a red flare burst up out of 
the forest ahead of us. “Hart” Bartolo, the 
pilot, pul the Alouette 3 inte a tight turn 

There it was, directly below us Bi as a 
pdstage stamp, frail as a mat of matchsticks 
Or so ib appeared. 






The platform wae roughly eteht by ten 
B feet and made of two- to three-inch sap- 
lings lashed together (page 222). Sticks tied to 
the tree trunk prowicled @ was to-chimb cdewn 
to the steep slope 7S feet below. The whole 
structure wie mace as only stilt-house-build- 
ing tribesmen could have made it, easily 
strong enough to support the men and bag- 
rige it was to receive. But the weight of the 
Lwo-ton copter—or evin 2 strong nudge from 
it—would obviously smash the platform. 

Two men wave us in,.erinning We slid 
the door open anc wnbelted, Manda went 
first. scrambling owt os soon as the platform 
wos under us He reeled toward the edge. 
Av man steadier! him. Launor went next, 
sprawled, held on 7 felt the copter toch, 
jumped! blindly, ancl ducked, 

The tree «waved and the platform shook a= 
Bart tried to free two wheels that had hooked 
Inte the structure. We lay flot as the copter 
screamed and wavered just. above us, blast- 
ings with its downdraft. We could see that a 
forward thrust would throw the aircraft out 
et control and bring it and ws crashing te the 
round Hut Bart rose straight up. 

“My God,” I said, “what a wonderful way 
to get into mountain forest.” 

“Tt was almost a wonderful way to get

W gi DROPPED DOWN for a closer look 
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creatures of man’s most advanced and tor- 
mented society,-and they, perhaps the lust of 
the world’s innocents, watched each other 
across the full span of cultural evolution. And 
felt Jove for each other, 

I was grateful for our patise. My own 
stunned emotions needed steacdying: An old 
man, naked except for his loin covering, 
came down and aat beside me. He embraced 
my raise! knee and patted it reassuringly, 

Two young women followed, leaf-skirted, 
bare-breasted, shapely. They knelt shyly be- 
ade us, smiling boefly in response to a light 
caress. Balayem crouched! by Manda, who 
threw an arm acres his <houlders and spoke 
to him fondly in words whose meaning the 
caveman could not fathom, but whose tone 
hr unederstoud, 

We remained so, close, quict, bridging the 
immense cultural gap between us through 
physical contact, to show that there wae no 
humun gap at all. The children on the ledges 
above sw and respondecL A chubby todiller 
balanced atthe very edge of the cave mouth, 
grinning and twisting like any coy 3-year- 
oll A beautiful boy of 10 or so leapt into a 
limber sapling and swung back wnd forth 
like an inverted pendulum, showing off for 
all fe was worth. 

In time, some of oor companions joined us 
John Launois, John Nance, Mai, and Tena. 

“You photographers can get some shots 
from here,” Manda <aih “Then we'll go 
down and make camp out of sight of this 
place.

In. the late ofternoon Balayem and two 
other men came to sit with us: Through Lena 
ant] Mai we were able to put questions and 
wet wnswers, Mat translated from English to 
T'bell, and lana, whese own Manubs Bit 
language is somewhat similar to Taosarlay, 
translated from T "boli, which she under- 
stands fairly well, to Tasaday, which she 
understands imperfect), 

Fragments of information emerged, We 
treasured them. Almost everything we learned 
was being learned for the first time. 

We asked about the makeup of the Tasa- 
‘iy group, Balavem liste! the names of men, 
then women, ticking them off on bis fingers. 
The Tasadays seemed to have no words for 
numbers: But Baluvem gave us 24 names; 
later, we counted 24 people. 

“Our men are [he listerl ten]. OF these [he 
listed! five) have wives. Most of our children 
are male 1, Balayvem, have ne wife, and some 
other men have no wives. But 1 also have no 
father or mother or brother of sister, All 
others hove someone. Only | am alone.” 

Since women were few and no new wives 
could be found within the group, did they 
share women? 

“No, Aman and woman stay together until 
their hair ix all white. But there is no woman 
bere for me” 

Were: there not-other groups like the Tasa- 
clavs-th the forest? 

“There were others. Sandukas ard Tasn- 
fangs.” He pointer! in different directions 
“Gotml people. Bilangan's wite [tut is a San- 
uke. Mis father found her in the forest und 
brought her to him. But we do not know if 


there are any people in those places now. Ii 


would be good if there were; we might find 
more wives among them,” 

How long had they lived in their caves? 

“Alwass. Oor father’s father and his father 
were there. We know of no other place where 
Tatudays have ever liverL Quer ancestor had 
a very good dream there, he told us never to 
leave that place. There we would have only 
smuill coughing, but if we left we would be 
sick. And if we stayed, our Bringer of Good 
Fortune would:come.” He smiled at Manca 


Loving touch washes away dirt and tears ot a brook mewr the tobal cove, Such riwulets 
are pathways for the Tasadlayvs, who skip from rock to neck or Wade re stream 
beds in thet expeditions for food They carry and store water (tom the stream fn sections 
af bamboo, as well as taking drinking water directly from living bamboo stems 
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than & by 8 feet, were Bilangan, his wife Itut, 
and their four children, Lolo, Lubu, Natok 
(presumably named for their palm-starch 
food, pages 240-41), ancl an unnamed baby. 
The rest of the Tasacays clustered in a large 
bay at the right 

We sat at once, unobtrusive as possible 
Men we knew came forward to embrace us 
anid sit by is. (Juietly we watched the routine 
af cave life, Babies sucker at their methers' 
breasts of lay in their fathers’ arms. Chil- 
dren scampered about, urinating on the floor, 
climbing the skin-polished dividing buttress 
like monkeys, squattingat thecave's lip-Wom- 
en roasted bits of biking in the conls, turning 
them with bamboo tongs. Green lengths of 
water-filled bamboo leaned against the walls; 
occasionally people drank from them. 

The cave interor seemed to beomuch as 
some age-old water action had left it There 
were no signs of decoration or deliberate 
shaning of the walls, but natural niches had 
been put to aee. [In one of these lay deer ant- 
lers and pig jaws; children took turns sitting 
there anc playing with them. Bows, arrows, 
and bolas were stacked on a ledge—eifts 
from Dafal or Panamin. ©n a small shelf 
lay three stone ages. 

Stone axes! Catching my fascinated stare, a 
man rose and brought them to me They were 
crude, as cruce as the oldest tools of the Euro- 
pean Paleolithic: Split pebbles; polished along 
their cutting edge and bound with vine inte 
cleft sticks about.a foot long (page 226), What 
was their use? To open hard fruits of stems, to 
hack off lengths of vine, to break inte rotten 
lags. They could not cut hardwood, Were 
there other stone tools? Yes, scrapers for mak- 
ing knives of bamboo or for shaping the 
amodth wooden fire etrill 

Fire drill! Another device from prehistory. 
They brought one out, a slender rod that, set 
Ina wooden secket and whirled back and 
forth between a man’s palms, produced a 
spark to be nursed into flame with dried 
threads of vegetable fiber (pages 228-9), 

And that seemed to be all of the Tasadavs’ 
awn material culture, No agricultural im- 
plements; the Tasadays cultivate no plants. 
No woven cloth, leaves serve as clothing. No 
pipes; the ‘Tusattays are perhaps the only 
people in the world who do not know tobacca. 
No potters; leuves and bamboo sections are 
their containers. No weapons; they trap but 
do not hunt and have no word for war. 

Some scholars consider man to be a killer 
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animal, the only hominoid who hases his life 
on death. Our ancestor the Cro-Magnen man 
killed frequently and included men among his 
victims. We, his descendants, are supposed to 
be innately murderous: and the actions of all 
civilized nations suggest strongly that we are. 
But the Tasadays, perhaps the simplest of liv- 
ing humans and those closest to nature, ore 
gentle and affectionate. 

J tried a few more questions through Mai 
and igna, attempting to make my tape re- 
corder inconspicuous, Nance had told me 
that when the Tasadays came out of the 
forest to meet Manda, they complained later 
that they didn't like “the litte black one, the 
one wie steals the voice.” 

I learned that Tasaday men usually come 
home before dark and never stay away more 
than three mehts. There is tio division of la- 
bor, cach man does what he can co best. Food 
is divided, if there ts litth, children eat first. 

There is no special sense of property: all 
may use the stone axes ar the new bolas 
When the bolot were given to the Tacadavs 
by Panamin, there was one left over. No one 
took it. “We each bave one,” they said. 

“Have. you a leader?” [ asked. Balayem 
fielded the question, He fielded questions 
diten enough to raise this one in my mined 

“No,” he sak “We decide things together.” 
Yet our tape recordings and observations 
proved that this young orphan cid influence 
the actions of the rest. He admitted that he 
persuaded the entire group to go out of the 
forest last vear to mect Momo Dake! Diwata 
Tasaday, “so all our eves can see this man I 
said they should go, and they did.” 

As we rose to leave, Bolavem said he was 
happy that we had come. “When | look at 
vou,” he told us, “vou seem all shiny.” 


EXT MORNING Galayvem, Biliangn, 
and Lubu came to see us, carrying a 
flashli¢ht Manda had given them at 
their first meeting 1 would not make light, 
they said. Manda put in fresh batteries and 
showed them again how to operate the switch, 
Thev laughed with amazed delight as the 
light went on. Then Balayem took up a bit of 
wood, held it close to the lens, and blew an it. 
“We cannot live with this,” he told ws sadly. 
“Tt will not make fire.” 
We explained that it was made for showing 
the way at night. 
“You should not vo out at night.” said 
Bilangan. “Thorns and snakes can hurt you. 
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with a full-erown root. He and Balayem dug 
it out of the hillside, working fast and taking 
turns. As they worked, Balayem sang a biking 
song, thanking the plant and expressing his 
pratitude at having found food. — 

On the way back, Balayem spotted u small 
hlm, perhaps seven inches thick, which he 
said was full of ubucl. He felled it easily, cut 
off its top, and peeled the trunk down to“ 
core about four inches across. The whole piece 
was tender, moist, and delicately favored. 

As we headed back forthe cave, I checked 
mv watch. My friends had been gathering for 
about two hours and had enough food to 
carry Bilangan’'s family of six and the solitary 
Ralavem through at least a day 

li other Thsadavs do as well—and they 
probably do—then the group can live off a 
fairly small area (perhaps traveling no more 
than five miles from the cave) and make their 
living in only a few of their waking hours. 

“And that” said anthropologist Carlos 
Fernander, who hid come in to observe the 
Tasadays, “should make this the true affluent 
society inthe Galbraithian sense, if by affluent 
vou mein able to support itself with large 
amounts of leisure time left over.” 

Anthropologists have long held that food 
tatherers who: must spend all them time 
scrounging for hare essentials remain primi- 
tive, and must keep constantly on the move 
so as not to exhaust the meager fool supply 
of any one area. They are not settle! enough 
Lo builel ane invent, even if they had time to 
dream up inventions Vet the Tasadavs have 
nu permanent home and plenty of time, and 
still create no technology 

Why? In this layman's opinion, because 
they lack for nothing. They know of nothing 
fo want, except more women—and no one 
can invent Mem. They have no other needs, 
and so cannot suffer privation: Everything 
that they know to be good they finel in their 
forest, apart from the steel blade. And for 
centuries thev lived without that. 

Back in the cave Balavem, Bilangan, and 
Lubu gave their foodstulf to the women and 
proceeded to demonstrate their Galbraithian 
affiuence, Bilangan sat by his fire and played 
with his small son Natok. Lubu climbed a 


vine to the top of the cavecentrance and lay 
in its-slender curve, balancing himself fitty 
feet in the air with one foot and enjoying my 
astounded admiration. Balayem, who lived 
by himself in the small separate cave, re- 
thned gracefully on its sill and said happily, 
“lam Batayem.” 


We climbed!) with the Tnsudavs to watch 

their ancient food-gothering wavs, I 
Wanted to round out my picture of thetr lives 
by observing their two newly acquired prac- 
tices: trapping. and natok-making 

Lefonok ancl Mahavie were golng to tend 
their traps and invited me to come along, | 
broweght Dafal, who had taught them about 
traps in the first, place. 

We headed up a side stream to a rudimen- 
tary shed of sticks and banana leaves cover- 
ing a pile of old ashes. Dafa) indicated that 
ment was smoked here. We went on to the 
traps themselves. 

The balgitk trap, a sort of set spear pow: 
ered by a bent sapling, will impale a deer, a 
pig. or, in other and more troubled aren 
where human predaters menace, a man. | 
trod warily. Such traps ore often invisible to 
unaccustomed eves. 

We checked three balatiks and four deadc- 
fall monkey traps, all empty. No one seemed 
surprisecL Animal kills, obviously, were rare, 
andl meat no more than @ loxury. 

Not so natok. Later, as [ watched natok- 
making, | saw that the Tasadavs had learned 
well from their teacher Datal (pages 240-44), 

Before leaving the Tasadays, I wanted to 
come up with as good a gucss as posable 
about who and what they are, and how thev 
came to be. Manda and Carlos helped. 

‘At fret,” Manda said, “some anthropolo- 
tists opined that they were simply a group of 
Manubas who had fled into the forest a few 
decades ago, possibly to avoid a plague, and 
who then tetrogrisserd. Our mest recent in- 
formation does not support that view. Do 
agriculturalists forget agriculture? All the sur- 
rounding tribes have been agriculturalists for 
centuries. Do men who have used steel blades 
forget stecl? Do people reinvent long-lost 


His WALEED the jungle (walked? 


Still nursing at 9 years, a child clings to ite mother, reflecting the affection that 
permeates all Tasaday life, Despite the ratio among adults of two men to each 
woman, wives are not-shored.

“T don't think these things happen The 
Tasadavs follow the oldest lifewavs in ‘the 
Philippines.

Sand Carlos: “We're not vet sure just how 
the Fasadays began. But by current estimates 
they have lived a separate existence for 300 
to 1,000 years.” 

“What should be dene now?" | asked 
Manda. “How do vou protect these people?” 

“That's a tough one. In most tribal situn- 
tions we concede that change Is needed, that 
people have to learn to deal with a dominant 
Westernized Christian culture, even if they 
don't became absorbed by it. We insist only 
that changes be made with dignity ond free- 
dom of choice, 

“But can the Tasadseys, so simple, so vul- 


nerable, accept-such changes? | don’t know 


We must study them to determine what can 
be done to help them in the long run. Right 
now they need a proclaimed reservation, and 
that the Tasarlays should soon have from the 
President. When that proclamation ts made, 
none sets footin here without good reason 

“The Tasaclays will become 4 corpiration 
without knowing it Thev'll own their land 
jointly (veu can't apportion a forest into 
pieces), but they'll own it, No one can take it 
from them, The same will apply to any other 
eroups. that may still exist in the area. To the 
people who will say we ourselves should 
hever hove come in, | say ‘OK, vou've got a 
point But tt was us or the lumbermen. We 
hacl to move.” 

“Maybe we ought to look back to primitive 


peoples to find out where the world went 


wrong. There seems to be a growing sense 
that it has gone wrong.

Hemisphere, however, it appears only along 
the Pacific consts of Canada, the United 
States. and Mexico's Baja California. 

From base-to tip of frond, this prodigy of 
the sea sometimes measures 200 feet in length. 
To reach such size in its bref lifetime, giant 
kelp crows faster than any other plant in the 
world—two feet ancl more in a smgle day. 
Nutrients fram the water and energy from 
the sun, trapped by photosynthesis in the 
plant's thick canopy, support this amazing 
growth, A remarkable system of translocation 
takes the nourishment downward to spur 
(evelopment in dimly lit regions; without 
this mechanism, kelp could not mass toto the 
dense, shadowy forests so attractive to count- 
less murine animals. 

After four or five months of hectic growth, 
mature strends bein to die Fortunately, new 
branchlike fronds continually shoot up to 
replace acing ones: Thos, under normal cot 
ditions, a kelp forest completely regenerates 
igelf about twice a year. 

Does this mean a kelp plant is never more 
than six months old? No. Though new froneds 
constantly replace old ones, the plant's hold- 
fast keeps on going. This rootlike clump of 
pencil-size strands attaches the plant to the 
bottom. Its basal tips cling to rock crevices 
with tenacious grip, 

In generolly calm waters off Santa Barbara, 
T have seen clumpe of boldfasts enht to ten 
feet thick and four to five feet hich; Probably 
they are at least a clecude oldl, 


Myriad Creatures Roam Marine funeles 


I am constantly intrigued with the wealth 
of marine lite found among these mant plants: 
Conical top snails and camouflaged kelp crabs 
graze along the fronds, awaiting their fate as 
food for larger creatures, Host= af inverte- 
hrates encrust the narrew, flat hlades—whirh 
lavmen would call leaves, and which stretch 
from small gas-filled bladders that keep the 
fronds aftoat (left), 

Hundreds of litte fish hover near the kelp 
columns, looking like dust motes in the dim 
light. Suddenly the schools vanish into the 


dense vegetation. A barracuda passes by in 
starch of prev. Then, as ff by magic, the small 
fish reappear, to swim lenguidly in the upper 
parts of the forest, prcking at particles sus- 
pended in the water or lazily mbbling on a 
corrugated kelp blade, For them, the forest 
provides both food and security, 


Nuisance to Some, Bounty to Others 


The time finally comes. when T must go 


ashore, As my boat pulls up to the pier, a 


friendly onlooker often asks, “What did vou. 
cateh?" 1 actmit to some embarrassment when 
T answer, “Nat a thing, sir. [ was out there 
cultivating kelp.” 

My occupation does not endear me to those 
who know kelp only as a nuisance that blights 
beaches and fouls fishlines. But work tke 
mine is essential if man is to continue to take 
nich harvests from the sea For the time is 
fast approaching when ocean crops, like those 
on land, must have a helping hand 

The uses of giant kelp go far beyond the 
fool and shelter it gives numerous saltwater 
species—althouh this is reison enough for 
is preservation. The plant yields an unusual 
chemical called algin. Tt is thissubstance that 
qives tall seaweeds the resilience to with- 
stand the tugging force of waye surge. 

Extracted, algin has extraordinary powers 
As un cinulsifier, it binds oily and watery 
Huis together; processors use i to prevent 
sad dressings and other products from sepa- 
rating in the container A« a. suspeniler, it 
helps keep pigment particles mined with the 
ehrrving liquid, ane so fines use in such items 
as paints, cosmetics, anil pharmaceuticols. 
As an aid in controtling viscosity. i can clo 
such things as make ice-cream-smoother and 
packaged cake icine stitfer, 

Originally, giant kelp was harvested simply 
by gathering loose strands washed ashore. As 
tlemaned increased. collectors in bouts cut it 


with knives on long poles. Today ships push 


huge cutting racks throwch the water; hedge- 
clipper knives mow aawiath 20 feet wide, and 
convevors carry the kelp aliourrd (page 2h)

Then o strange thing happened—the urchins 
stopped encroaching. 

Investigation soon showed why, The kelp 
had grown so large that pieces were being 
liroken loose by wave action. Currents car- 
ried this debris to the urehins, where it was 
captured and consumed. Dave Leighton and 
I pondered the implications. | 

“TH bet that hungry urchins forage, but 
well-fed ones remain sedentary,” | said. 

Events confirmed my supposition, It was 
no longer necessary to kill urchins to prn- 
tect this kelp patch, for we hal reestablished 
ecological stability, 


Kelp Itself Tips the Scales 


Only one question remained. Howe ex 
panded ur experiment, would increased 
debris keep urchins satisted ond stationary, 
permitting young kelp to grow in areas never 
treated with quicklime? — 

Back to sea we went, this time in a Kelco 
harvesting vessel Joarderl with 40 tons af 
lime. We spent a long dav spreading it all at 
strategic places off Point Loma and La Jollo 

At first kelp appeared: as anticnpated, only 
where urchins had been eliminatecL Months 
pitssecl, anc the plants became large enough 
lo generate debris. 

Then, one wonderful day, our predictions 
came true. I surfaced from a dive excitedly 
to shout to my associates In the support bout, 
“There's a2 big patch of tiny brown kelp 
plants growing in an unlimed area!” 

The ecological balance now was tipped in 
favor of kelp 

At first we saw only a@ few hundred new 
plants, close by the quicklimed areas Then 
the numbers swelled to thousands, extending 
outward for sub stantial distanves. The natural 
fecundity of kelp was manifesting itself, 

Qver the next two veurs, Potnt Loma’s 
real submarine forest was reborn: tec it 
Is nearing the generous boundanes occupied 
some sixty vears ago. And harvesting bus 
been tesumed off La Jolla, devoid of all 
except a few patches of plants in 1065, 


The Keloo Company has recently aseymeil 
responsibility for urchin control in these beds. 
leaving-us [ree to concentrate on preservation 
and restoration at other locations along the 
coast of southern California. 

Since this phase of our work began, | 
have ltaroned that the land farmer and I share 
many paraliel problems: Climate is one of 
them—tfor winnt-kelp canopies deteriorate in 
late summer when surface Water tempera- 
lures exceed 63° F_for several weeks To com- 
bat this, we are culturing a warmth-tolerant 
strain from Haja California. 

Transplanting, once o trial-and-error sci- 
ence, eventually became more successful ane 
exact We switched from slow towing of adult 
plants undenvuter to rapid, safer topeide 
Lransportation. 

When transplants suffered blade damiyte 
from grazma fshes, we isolated them and 
their offspring in. a big tent of tuna netting.

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A scrap of wood—crude epitaph to South Pole struggle 


1910. The date is clearly 
murked on the scurred piece of 
packing crite. Some mittened 
hand pried loose the board anil 
flung it uside. And there it lay 
in the Antarctic until another 
hand, years later, picked it up 
and entrusted it to the Society 
lo preserve, a memento of polar 
exploritian’s heroic age 

The herves of that age bore 
the names of Robert E Peary, 
Road Amundsen, Enmest 
Shackleton, and Robert Falcon 
Scott. Struggling on foot 
through uncharted miles of tee 
and snow, they broke trail for 
future explorers, who would 
come in Sno-Cuts, jet planes, 
and nuclear submarines. 

In 1910 Scott sailed for 
Aniarchica. His objective: “lo 
reach the South Pole, and to 
secure for the Botish Empire 


the honour of this uwchievement.” 


Shackleton had toed to win 
the honor the year before. but 
(he bull-strong Foshman fell 112 
miles short. That same year 
Penry had planted the Stars and 
Stripes atthe North Pole. 
Would he now aim for a polar 
grand slam? Scot! heard that 


“the Amencans are goimg.” 

Instead, it was the Norwegians 
whe challenged him. Amundsen 
lersely cabled: “Am going sauth.” 

Amundien! Seott underlined 
the name in his diary. 

Fifst to saul the iecbound 
Northwest Pissage, Amundsen 
had set his sights on the North 
Pole. Peary beat him to it 
“This Wie a blow indeed!” the 
Norwegian wrote, “I resolved 
upon A coup.” The race for the 
South Pole began. 

Amundsen—ike Peary— 
tmveled on the ice with dows, 
using them for dog food ws. well 
as for tenspert, “) figured out,” 
Amundsen stated, “the precise 
dey on whieh | planned to kill 
each dog... 

On December [4, 1911, eight 
weeks after leaving base camp 
at the Bay of Whales, he unfurled 


Norway's flag over the South Pole. 


Scott also used dogs. But he 
relied mainly on tinproven tractors 
ind ponies to howl supplies over 
the ice. Both failed: Many of his 
dogs died, So men strapped on 
harnesses und pulled sledges ip 
tortuous Beardmore Glacier. 

Cin January 17, 1912, after a 


strengih-sapping march of 78 
days, Scot and four comparions 
reached the Pole. They saw sledge 
tracks ancl pow prints m the 
snow, the Norwegnin flag fiving. 

“Creat Gio!” 

Scott's diary shouts his disap- 
pointment, “This is an awful 
place and ternble enough for us 
to have laboured to it without 
the reward of prionty. ... Now 
for the run home.” 

Rin’ It Was a crawl—slow, 
pumful, desperate. One mun, 
“nearly broken down in brain,” 
dicul, Another, frosthitten, 
disappenred in @ blizzard. A 
blinding gale pinned down the 
others, Helpless, their food anil 
fuel gone, they holed up in a 
tent and awaited the end 

Soot poured his remaining 
strength into letters and his diury. 

His last words: “For God" 
suke, look after our people.”
